GRIM DESTROVER- BEATEN IN 
FURIOUS HEAT. 


Unlucky Motorman is Stricken Un- 
conscious by Shock from the Main 
Current and is Brought to the Re- 
ceiving Hospital on the Wings of 
Lightning. | 


Shocked into insensibility by receiv- 
ing the full charge of electricity from 
a trolley wire through the overhead 
switch in his car, J. G. Adair, a motor- 
man of the Los Angeles Railway Com- 
pany, was hurried from the scene of the 
accident at the end of the Pico Heights 
line to the Receiving Hospital yester- 
pn fg afternoon in a mad race against 


Car No. 329, in which the motorman 
received the shock, was attached to an- 
other cartof the same line, and imme- 
diately after the accident the thrilling 
ride began.
